Thus 
in the Church of God teachings 
on page 136 of the Minutes of the 
35th Assembly, article number 29 
reads, “Against members going to 
war in combatant service.”

IN RESPONSE to a letter under date of 
April 4 from Paul Comly French, execu- 
tive secretary of the National Service 
Board for Religious Objectors, giving us an invitation to meet 
in conference in Washington, April 16, 17, to consider camps 
for conscientious objectors, R. P. Johnson, Assistant General 
Overseer, and E. L. Simmons were appointed as representatives 
of the Church of God to confer with the board and govern- 
ment officials on this important matter. 

The conference was highly profitable and has resulted in a 
greater understanding between the Government and minority 
groups of conscientious objectors to war. 

Plans have been worked out with the Government providing 
for camps to be established in various quarters where non-re- 
sistant groups can be engaged in other government work than 
that which is of a military nature, and can also have the relig- 
ious training of their respective churches. 

These camps are being sponsored in the main by three 
churches which are known as the Historic Peace Churches; 
namely, the Society of Friends (Quakers), the Church of the 
Brethren (Dunkers), and the Mennonites. The upkeep of those 
who go to these camps will be met by the individual, their 
churches, or the churches sponsoring their camps. 

In an address to the conference, by General Lewis B. Her- 
shey, in charge of the Selective Board, Washington, D. C., the 
General declared that we had nothing in the past to guide us in 
the future. It was easy to understand that the gross violation 
of all democratic rights and privileges by the totalitarian na- 
tions has helped us to become even 
more democratic and more con- 
siderate of minority groups. Our 
government under this adminis- 
tration is trying to maintain an 
understanding attitude of all con- 
cerned and especially respect and 
protect the rights of religious lib- 
erty and dictates of conscience. 

Never before has our govern- 
ment or any other government 
been so liberal in the time of such 
a grave crisis. Never before have 
those in military authority tried 
so hard to see that religious con- 
viction is respected as now. 


Our boys do not have to bear 
arms. We do not share the pri- 
vate-camp theory with the His- 
toric Peace churches, but our boys 
will have the same liberty as con- 
scientious objectors in the camp, 
and, according to General Hershey, will be absorbed by the 
medical corps. If a mistake was made in assignment or classi- 
fication, the case may be reopened as we have been assured. It 
is not too late for an appeal. ; 
THE CHURCH of God is my church 
and your church. Its officials are anxious 
to do anything within their power to help 
its members and constituents in the solving of their problems. 
God is giving His Church favor in this and other countries as 
He did Joseph in Egypt and Daniel in Babylon.

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The Terror of God

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“Knowing therefore the terror of the 
Lord, we persuade men.” Il Cor. 5:11. 


This old world is well acquainted with 
terror. Heart-rending scenes and experi- 
ences and horrors of every description 
have characterized man’s ways from the 
fall of Adam down to today, and we can 
expect such things to continue until man 
is taken off of probation and Satan is in 
the bottomless pit. The “blitzkrieg” is a 
demonstration of modern terrorism; hor- 
rible ordeals are gone through when sui- 
cide squads go forth and soar over help- 
less men and women, dropping bombs 
upon property, soldiers, and innocent men, 
women and children, and they themselves 
are holding life cheap in the midst of an- 


ti-aircraft fire and enemy planes. 


But the thought of associating terror 
with God is something extremely foreign 
to multitudes in this modern age. 
You are considered a backwoodsman if 
you believe in hell or a judgment of any 
severity. Nevertheless, we contend that it 
is not inconsistent with the Bible to state 
that the Lord is terrible. The trouble with 
the modern idea, that God is too loving 
to let any of His creatures go to hell with 
the devil whom they have served all their 
life, is that their conception of the char- 
acter of God is too one-sided. God has 
other perfect qualities besides love. He is 
just as perfect in wisdom, truth, justice 
and holiness as He is in love. Further, 
every one of the attributes of God’s per- 
sonality are conditioned by each other— 
wisdom does not overstep the bounds of 
love, neither does love overstep the bounds 
of justice. 

It is very important to know when and 
why God uses terror in His dealings with 
men. One thing is certain: He does not 
deliberately pour out His wrath upon any 
certain one of His creatures. Some would 
say Pharaoh was subject to His wrath, 
simply because God picked him out, but 
that is not true. Pharaoh was guilty of 
resisting God and His chosen people (Is- 
rael) long before the ten plagues were 
poured out upon him and his people. He 
was guilty before God for his own WIL- 
FUL transgressions. God used him as a 
vessel of wrath to show forth His power, 
just as He used Nebuchadnezzar in Dan- 
iel’s day to do the same thing, but that 
doesn’t mean they never had a chance to 
follow the one true God. The Scripture 
teaches in both Old and New Testaments 
that God delights in mercy (Micah 7:18) ; 
He is not willing that any man perish 
(II Pet. 3:9); He is slow to anger and 
plenteous in mercy (Psa. 103:8). His 
longsuffering and patience is so broad, 
high and deep that mortal man cannot 
fathom it. Yet the Bible states that God 
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is terrible, Deut. 7:21; Psa. 47:2, 99:3; 
Joel 2:31. Any man who trifles with the 
One who created him will find out to his 
consternation that it’s a terrible thing to 
fall into the hands of an angry God. An 
infidel said on his deathbed, “Until now 
I thought there was no God or hell. Now 
I know there is both and I am doomed.” 

The Lord is a jealous God, Exod. 20:5; 
Deut. 4:24, and He is extremely particu- 
lar that men glorify and worship Him. 
Israel found out what God meant when 
they went whoring after other gods. 
More than once the terror of God fell in 
their camp. Twentieth century Gentiles 
need not think for a moment that God 
will wink at all their idols ranging from 
pet dogs to gold and silver. Whether peo- 
ple want to admit it or not, we don’t even 
belong to ourselves (I Cor. 6:19, 20) and 
therefore man invokes the wrath of God 
when he “does as he pleases.” What a 
tragedy to arouse the jealousy of God! 

Secondly, God has some laws that man 
dare not overstep without suffering the 
consequences. Our government has laws 
ranging from the smaller county laws up 
to federal mandates. When they are vio- 
lated, punishment is the result, and the 
higher in rank of importance the law is 
the more severe the punishment. When 
God gave Moses the ordinances to govern 
the life of Israel, the greatest punishment 
which could be given was death, meaning, 
of course, death of the body. That was 
the extent of their jurisdiction. But high- 
er than any set of laws that man has 
authority over, is a set of eternal laws 
which the God of heaven has set, by 
which His creatures will finally be 
judged. These laws formulated in eternity 
and their authority will last for eternity. 
These laws are holy, just and good—they 
will harm no one when obeyed; they are 
given for our protection and welfare. But 
woe to the man who discards them! Cain 
found out how terrible God was when he 
killed his brother. The people living in 
Noah’s day discovered to their everlasting 
damnation that God’s laws of decency 
and righteousness could not be trampled 
over without retribution. 

But far worse than infringing on God’s 
standard of justice is to reject His prof- 
fered mercy as presented in Jesus Christ. 
God would have been holy, righteous and 
good if He had never offered mankind 
salvation, but His mercy went to the 
extreme in that He voluntarily sent Jesus 
to be a scapegoat, bearing the transgres- 
sions of every man outside the camp. Je- 
sus paid the full price demanded by an 
offended God for every sinner. Pardon 
and cleansing is offered to “whosoever 
will come” by simply confessing and for- 


saking sin, and trusting in the Lord Jesus 
as his Savior. Now let me say with all the 
emphasis I can put forth, ETERNAL 
HELL is not too extreme punishment for 
a person who will reject and discard the 
best offer that God could make. He de- 
serves nothing but hell, and HELL IS 
WHAT HE WILL GET, whether a lot 
of people believe it or not! The terror of 
Almighty God is an impending earth- 
quake, hurricane and rain of fire and 
brimstone combined.

“Mexico City, April 15.—The city of 
Colima was reported half in ruins tonight 
with prospects of a large casualty list as 
the result of an earthquake that shook 
the south half of Mexico today and in- 
flicted damage at $1,000,000 in fires and 
other destruction here in the capital. The 
destruction in Colima, about 375 miles 
southwest of Mexico City was reported 
to the government press office in wireless 
messages, saying that many of its 15,000 
inhabitants were injured. The quake 
knocked out telephone and _ telegraph 


communications. People rushed into the 
streets as the quake rumbled like the 
sound of a hundred approaching freight 
trains, men and women kneeling on heav- 
ing side walks to pray while windows 
cracked and bricks fell around them.”

TRIES ARE STRONGLY ANTI- 
CHRISTIAN.
